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DURING THE convention of the American Iron and 
Steel Institute which was recently held in Cleveland, 
. . Ohio, the statement was made that more 
Cooperation i ‘ ey 
Potent FactorMoney is spent in advertising toothpaste 
in Business in this country than in advertising steel 

Success. products‘and this statement was made by 
a man who is in position to know whereof he speaks 
and who had no reason to exaggerate in his statement. 

There is no question but that one of the reasons for 
the comparatively slow progress of the sheet metal in- 
dustry in this country is found in the fact that, as a 
whole, those engaged in this industry—manufacturers, 
wholesalers, retailers and contractors—are not con- 
sistent users of efficient advertising. 

The same speaker also made the following state- 
ment: “The badge of sanity today is ability and will- 
ingness to cooperate. Competition may have been the 
life of trade once, but it is no longer. Competition be- 
came suicidal when the inventive genius of America 
devised machines that were manufactured beyond pres- 
ent economic wants.”’ 

At. the same convention, Judge Elbert H. Gary, 
chairman of the Board of Directors of the United 
States Steel Corporation and president of the Amer- 
ican Iron and Steel Institute, during his annual ad- 
dress made the following statements: “Publicity has 
never done as much harm as secrecy. The corporation 
with a disposition_to publish whatever facts were 
proper to be known has without many exceptions been 
treated justly.” 

There was a time when very few people believed 
in the efficacy of advertising as an actual business 
producer and as a means of placing a business and its 
products in a favorable light before the consumer. 
They were inclined to regard advertising as something 
intangible, the effect of which could not be ascertained 
with any degree of accuracy, and possibly they had 
some basis for their assumption, because it has only 
been within the last couple of decades that the science 
of advertising has become one that can be classed as 
equally definite with that of law, medicine or physics. 

Today, those who have studied advertising know 
that certain actions will cause certain effects in adver- 
tising just as certain actions will cause certain effects in 
law, medicine or physics. They know that if a specific 
offer of a definite article at a stated price is made 
through mediums that reach those to whom the 
appeal is directed, there will be sales in sufficient 
volume as a result of that advertising to more than 
pay for the cost of the advertising in addition to a 
reasonable profit over and above the cost of the article 


offered for sale, provided the article has merit. 

They know that in order to be efficient in the highest 
business degree a campaign of advertising must be 
planned carefully and worked out in accordance with 
the conditions and the people to whom it is addressed, 
and that when the campaign is so planned and exe- 
cuted, it will bring profitable results. 

They know that if the campaign has not been in- 
telligently planned and carried out in an efficient man- 
ner, the results are not likely to be satisfactory al- 
though by accident they may be. 

One of the most interesting developments in adver- 
tising that has become evident during the past few 
years is the cooperative advertising which is being 
done by manufacturers of certain products of kindred 
character. Among these may be named the campaign 
which has now been conducted for more than two 
years by the manufacturers of various kinds of lum- 
ber. This campaign has been conducted along two 
lines: One series of advertisements directed to the 
consumer while the other series have been directed 
to building contractors and dealers. The campaign has 
been eminently successful and has resulted in a mate- 
rial increase in the consumption of the specific kinds 
of lumber that have been emphasized. 

There are at the present time indications that manu- 
facturers in two of the important lines represented by 
AMERICAN ARTISAN are seriously considering coopera- 
tive advertising campaigns. These two lines are those 
of warm air heating and ventilating apparatus and of 
sheet metal products such as ceilings, sidings, roofings, 
and kindred lines. 

It is a healthy sign when business men engaged in 
the same line of business and seeking the same trade 
are willing to get together on common ground and 
work with each other in order to stimulate consump- 
tion of the particular product which they manufac- 
ture. When the spirit of selfishness can be relegated to 
the rear and the place which it has altogether too long 
occupied in the front of business competition, is taken 
by a desire to cooperate, then there is a reason to ex- 
pect a fair certainty of a material betterment of the 
conditions in such an industry.

who maintain that the matter of service rendered to 
the consumer and conveniences extended to the trade 
are just as important a basis of competition as low 
prices—if not more so. 

There are stores of magnitude in sales and extent 
of stocks that have grown up during the past twenty- 
five years—the specific time during which the matter of 
price has been especially emphasized—and these stores 
have demonstrated the fact that price, while of course 
an important factor, is no more important than the 
matter of service and conveniences extended to the 
trade. 

It is true, of course, that there are in each com- 
munity a certain number of people who may be classed 
as bargain hunters and whose attention can most easily 
be attracted by a deeply cut price, but the fact remains 
that the great majority of the consuming public is 
more interested in the question as to whether a certain 
store can be relied upon in its statements about the 
quality- of the merchandise which it sells and in the 
service which that store renders to its customers. 

There has been a great deal of academic discussion 
of what is or ought to be the basis of competition, but 
when the matter is sifted down to essentials, it will be 
found that the store which makes low prices the sole 
basis of competition loses out in the long run, while 
the store-that combines fair prices with efficient service 
to the customer always wins out provided, of course, 
that it has sufficient capital with which to operate and 
that in other matters it is properly conducted. 

The average customer, as has been said before, is 
interested just as much in receiving satisfactory service 
and securing reliable merchandise as he is in knowing 
that he is not paying more than he ought to, and it is a 
question whether the continued offering of “great bar- 
gains” does not in the long run create considerable dis- 
trust on the part of the thinking public in the state- 
ments of such a store. 

On the other hand, it must, of course, be kept in 
mind that no business enterprise—be it a manufactur- 
ing, wholesale or retail institution—can build up a last- 
ing business unless its prices are fair to the consumer 
and allow a reasonable profit to the owner. 

In other words, it is just as dangerous to the success 
of a store to demand too high prices as to offer mer- 
chandise at too low a figure.

Through the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
-merce, the Department proposes to aid American ex- 
porters and manufacturers in taking advantage of the 
wonderful opportunities now before them and in pre- 
paring for the struggle for trade supremacy, which 
everyone who has considered the matter at all is certain 
will follow the conclusion of the great war in Europe. 
The Department of Commerce has asked for a very 
large increase in appropriation for the Bureau of For- 
eign and Domestic Commerce for the purpose of re- 


organizing the Bureau, with additional divisions and 
departments for new branches of the work which has 
recently been undertaken. 

Within the past two years, the Commercial Agent 
Service has been organized, and this service has proven 
itself to be the backbone of the trade promotion or- 
ganization of the government. It is expected that if 
the appropriation asked for will be granted, it will be 
possible during the fiscal year of 1916-1917 to make 
investigations of the possible foreign market for many 
lines which are now being manufactured in this coun- 
try, on a much larger scale than has been the case since 
the organization of the service. 

3usiness men—including retailers, wholesalers and 
manufacturers—can well afford to give their approval 
to the program which has been outlined by Secretary 
William C. Redfield of the Department of Commerce 
and Dr. E. Pratt of the Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce for the coming year, because every- 
thing that tends to improve our facilities for extend- 
ing our foreign trade will have a very marked influ- 
ence upon the general prosperity of this country. 

It is being recognized more and more by men who 
have given the subject serious thought, that the United 
States of America has come to the point where its 
general prosperity will depend to a large extent on the 
amount of manufactured products that can be sold 
by American manufacturers and expor‘ers in foreign 
lands, and that the more we know and the better we 
are prepared to meet conditions in these foreign coun- 
tries, the greater will be the possibilities for our man- 
ufacturers to dispose of their surplus products at 
profitable prices.

erbial wastefulness of the American 
nation. 

There is no doubt that an altogether too large 
amount of money is spent without due consideration 
of whether those who spend it can actually afford to 
do so, and the worst feature of the entire proposi- 
tion is that this tendency to spend money without due 
consideration is becoming more marked as time goes 
on. Children are allowed all sorts of liberties in buy- 
ing toys and “goodies,” and the very fact that simply 
by asking their parents for a nickel or dime they can 
satisfy their desire of the moment helps to make these 
children inconsiderate of money and poor guardians 
of their earnings when they go to work later on in 
life. 

The International Congress for Thrift which met 
recently at San Francisco, has appointed a commit- 
tee to confer with the officers of the National Educa- 
tional Association, which is an organization composed 
of teachers in the public schools. If arrangements 
can be made in this conference, an investigation of 
the feasibility of introducing a Thrift Course into the 
public schools will be financed by S. W. Strauss of 
Chicago who is president of the American Society for 
Thrift and who has for many years been an advocate 
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‘ the idea that thrift is a matter of education more 

.an natural inclination. 

While at first glance some retail hardware dealers 
nay get the impression that this movement will oper- 
te against them, the majority will no doubt realize 
,at in the long run a person who is inclined to be 
vasteful is not likely to be a very satisfactory cus- 


‘omer, while on the other hand the man or woman’ 


vho has been educated to think twice before buying, 
in most instances will be not only a satisfactory but 
also a profitable customer. 

For this reason it will be well for every retail hard- 
ware dealer and others in commercial lines, as well as 
any one else, to help foster the movement toward 
greater thrift among the people of the United States.

Usually when the term “Printer’s Devil” is used, 
there comes to mind a little boy who is at the beck and 
call of everyone in the printing shop. He has to run 
errands for everybody, must do all the dirty jobs that 
are sO numerous in such a place, he is cuffed and 
abused, jokes are played on him—and yet through it 
all, if he is the right sort of boy, he grows up to 
become a full-fledged printer, and some day he may 
be found in an executive position in the very same 
shop where he started, or if fate so wills it and he is 
inclined toward the study of problems in commercial 
life, he may develop into a successful advertising man 
and thus become one of the apostles of commercial 
and industrial progress. 

In the case of Harry V. 
Jamison, the subject of this 
sketch, the foregoing remarks 
are especially appropriate, for 
he started his life work as an 
apprentice in a newspaper 
shop and before he left the 
actual printing field, he was 
superintendent of a large 
commercial printing establish- 
ment and is now in charge of 
the advertising and publicity 
department of the American 
Sheet and Tin Plate Com- 
pany, one of the largest sub- 
sidiaries of the greatest indus- 
trial enterprise in the world, 
the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, and he is only a lit- 
tle over 38 years of age. 

Harry V. Jamison was born 
May 6, 1877, on a farm, nine 
miles north of Butler, in But- 
ler County, Pennsylvania. Be- 
sides doing the work -that 
naturally belongs to a farmer’s boy, he attended the 
country school until his family moved to Jeanette, 
Pennsylvania, in 1895, when he finished his school- 
ing, graduating from the local high school. 

Young Harry was then apprenticed to the weekly 
newspaper at Jeanette and followed the printing trade 
with various newspapers at Jeanette, Greensburg and 
Irwin, Pennsylvania, until his people moved to Pitts- 
burgh in 19go!. 

By this time, he had mastered the printing trade so 
well that he became superintendent for a commercial 
printing house in Pittsburgh, but after a little over a 
year he left this field and entered the employ of the 
American Sheet and Tin Plate Company in Decem 
ber, 1902, taking a position in the private printing de- 





partment of this large and progressive organization. 

For seven years he remained in this department 
until 1909, when he was put in complete charge of the 
advertising and publicity department. Mr. Jamison’s 
broadness of view and ability to grasp conditions and 
foresee development made it possible for him to keep 
pace with the industrial advancement of this enormous 
concern. 

Probably the best indication of how efficient Mr. 
Jamison has proved himself to be is found in the fact 
that when the United States Steel Corporation decided 
to install an exhibit at the Panama-Pacific Interna- 
tional Exposition, Mr. Jamison was elected to plan 
and install this exhibit. The Corporation secured 42,- 
000 square feet of space in the 
Palace of Mines and Metal- 
lurgy and Mr. Jamison was 
made Director of Exhibits 
for the Corporation and al) 
the subsidiary companies. 
With a corps of assistants, he 
worked fully twelve months in 
installing this enormous ex- 
hibit which is the largest sin- 
gle exhibit and the most com- 
prehensive exhibit of iron and 
steel products ever assembled. 
To show how thoroughly he 
mastered the plans and how 
far he went into detail, it is 
worthy of mention that in 
close proximity to the largest 
cables and transmission ropes 
made of steel wire fine musical 
wires were shown in the harp, 
and a monster organ which 
entertained the visitors with 
sweet music. There was also 
a moving picture exhibit with 
25,000 feet of films, showing methods of manufacture 
of the multitude of products made in the various mills 
of the United States Steel Corporation. 

As previously announced in AMERICAN ARTISAN, 
the grand prize was bestowed upon the general exhibit 
for a comprehensive, educational exhibit of the steel 
and related industries, in addition to many other 
grand prizes, gold medals, medals of honor and silver 
medals, and Mr. Jamison was especially honored by 
the judges by awarding him a special gold medal for 
his services in installing this vast and complete exhibit. 

Mr. Jamison outside of his business interests takes 
an active part in church life: He is superintendent 
of the largest Sunday School in Pennsylvania, that of 
the Emery Methodist Episcopal Church in Pittsburgh. 
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HALL OF FAME 








In these days of “war and pestilence,” men’s souls 
are tried and patriotism is developed to a high degree. 
They are willing to lay down their lives for the coun- 
try they love, and this is perfectly right. 

But here in this country of the “Stars and Stripes” 
we have developed a different sort of patriotism—the 
kind that shows itself,not so much in a willingness to 
die for one’s country, but rather in working for the 
improvement in conditions under which we live in 
our particular community, and when all is said and 
done, it is quite possible that this sort of patriotism is 
of greater benefit to the nation than the other kind. 
At any rate, people are not so likely to be taken away 
from their families and their children left without 
means of a livelihood. 

In a somewhat narrower 
sense we find this expressed 
in what we have come to call 
the “Community Spirit,” and 
it is only natural that a man 
like John J. O’Brien, the sub- 
ject of this sketch, should be 
counted among the exponents 
of this idea, for he is a real 
home product of the city 
which he calls his “Home 
Town.” 

“Jack,” as he is known to 
his multitude of friends, was 
born December 23, 1882, in 
Cleveland, Ohio,. so that he 
is not quite 33 years of age. 

As a boy, he attended a 
parochial school and later on 
became a student at Saint 
Mary’s Institute in Dayton, 
Ohio, after which he took the 
classical course at Saint Ig- 
natius’ College at Cleveland. 

He started his business career with a printing con- 
cern but shortly after became associated with the 
Ferro Machine and Foundry Company at Cleveland, 
who were then manufacturers of the “Moncrief” warm 
air heaters. 

After three years with this Company, he became 
connected with the Medinah Foundry at Medinah, 
Ohio, which was owned by the Henry and Scheible 
Company, and on March 1, 1912, he returned to Cleve- 
land when the T. E. Henry Furnace Company was or- 
ganized and became manager of sales for this concern. 

Under his supervision, a very efficient sales organ- 
ization has been built up and to “Jack” O’Brien much 
of the credit for the success of the T. E. Henry Fur- 
nace Company is due.

He has proven himself a good judge of men and has 
the happy faculty of being able to say the right thing 
at the right time to the salesmen working under his 
direction that will make them produce sales, so it is 
no wonder that everyone in the trade who has had the 
good fortune of learning to know Mr. O’Brien is ready 
to agree that he is the right man in the right place. 

One of the reasons for this may be found in the fact 
that Mr. O’Brien believes in giving his men full credit 
for what they are doing and even if once in a while he 
has to furnish a good deal of the brain work to secure 
a good account, he doesn’t take credit for the accom- 
plishment himself but generously gives it to the sales- 
man in the field. 

Being a young man, it is 
only natural that “Jack’’ must 
have an outlet for his surplus 
energy and this he finds in 
taking an active part in ama- 
teur theatricals. In fact, there 
are those who say that he is 
just as good a manager of 
amateur dramatical perform- 
ances as he is as a manager 
of sales for the T. E. Henry 
Furnace Company, which is 
saying a great deal. 

Although Cleveland at the 
present time doesn’t occupy a 
prominent place on the base- 
ball map, the one time famous 
Spiders being in seventh place 
in the American League at 
this writing, “Jack” is an en- 
thusiastic baseball fan and at- 
tends all the games that he can 
possibly find time for. 

He takes an active part also 
in fraternal organizations, be- 
ing a prominent member of the Benevolent and Pro- 
tective Order of Elks, Number 18 Lodge of Cleveland, 
and also of the Knights of Columbus. 

In both of these organizations as well as in business 
and social circles, Mr. O’Brien has made a large num- 
ber of friends who have learned to admire him for 
his many sterling qualities.

ENORMOUS OUTPUT OF WIRE PRODUCTS: 





The American Steel & Wire Company received 
specification on current business and against contracts 
in October aggregating 290,000 tons. This is 90,000 
tons in excess of output, and production was the heavi- 
est ever recorded. The capacity of the Company has 
been estimated at 7,500 tons per day, but it seems 
possible to have exceeded this in October, the output 
being at the rate of 8,000 tons daily during the 25 
active days in the month. Shipments may possibly 
have been slightly more than the output by drawing 
upon the stocks which were already at a very low 
point. 

Official statistics of exports of American wire prod- 
ucts for the twelve months ended August 31 show a 
gain of 123 percent over the preceding twelve months.

MANUFACTURERS CAN FIX RETAIL PRICE, 
SAYS FEDERAL COURT. 








The United States Circuit Court of Appeals decided 
Wednesday, November roth, that nothing in the Sher- 
man law or the Clayton act prevents a manufacturer 
from refusing to sell a retailer who reduces prices of 
the goods. 

The decision was on a suit by the Great Atlantic 
and Pacific Tea Company to compel the Cream of 
Wheat Company to sell its product to them and to 
enjoin the defendant from requesting the trade not to 
sell the product to the plaintiffs. 

Judge Lacombe, who wrote the opinion, which was 
concurred in my Judges Coxe and Rogers, said: “We 
have not reached the stage where a selection of trad- 
er’s customers is made for him by the Government.” 

Judge Lacombe, dismissing the Sherman law alle- 
gations, says the defendant was not a monopoly and 
had a right to make a rule for its own business that 
it would in future only sell to wholesalers.

Against Trading Stamps 











In the October 30th issue of AMERICAN ARTISAN an 
editorial was published on page 17, entitled “Why 
\nti-Trading-Stamp Legislation Fails,” in which ref- 
erence was made to the fact that wherever such leg- 
islation had been passed, the courts had declared the 
law unconstitutional, claiming that it was of a confis- 
catory nature. 

The following letter has been received by AMERICAN 
\RTISAN from D. F. Barber, President of the National 
Retail Hardware Association, in which he commends 
the attitude of this publication against this evil: 

To AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I have just read the article on “Why Anti-Trading- 
Stamp Legislation Fails,” in your issue of October 
30th, 

While I agree with you that this is an evil, that we 
should endeavor to abate or suppress, if possible in 
the hardware trade, we of course, do not wish to throw 
our efforts away, if such efforts are directed toward 
legislation that is unworkable by being unconstitu- 
tional, 3 

It seems to me that it is unfair competition, conse- 
quently comes within scope of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. It is in fact almost equal to obtaining goods 
under false pretenses, it is unfair and a real burden 
almost any way that one can look at it, but each trans- 
action is so small and its evils are so insidious, that 
being like most poisons or evil habits it is not per- 
ceptible until it has gained such a hold as to make its 
removal almost impossible to achieve. 

It is really a tax upon the people although the im- 
mediate burden is upon the dealer himself. He has 
to pay the 2 percent, or whatever the premium may 
cost, and he is either driven to taking up the plan by 
the idea of competitors using this means or induced to 
take it up by the plausibility of the agent who induces 
him to do so through the prospect of a large addition 
of revenue through new customers. 

On account of a pretty general use of these stamps 
in every prominent city and town of the country and 
the habit that has been formed by certain classes of 
people, especially the women, who ask for these 
stamps, the evil is of large importance and the task 
of educating the public to the folly of trying “to get 
something for nothing” is great. It is a stupendous 
task, and the Hardware Press can do great good in 
endeavoring to stir things up by a campaign of educa- 
tion, 

But it seems to me that on account of the unfair 
‘ondition which takes time and opportunity to ex- 


plain, it is almost impossible for achievement in this 


way, afid that there should be some way of curtailing 


their use. 


It in a way is like false or misleading advertising. 
\ll fair minded people think that this should be pro- 
ibited, but we find it extremely difficult to execute 












































the laws already made in some states against this. I 
commend your early attitude against this evil and hope 
you will continue to sound the alarm and to do what 
you can toward abating the evil.

I was pleased to read your editorial in the October 
30th issue of AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

Trading stamps have lost their reputation with 
hardware men in Minnesota. Cannot call to mind at 
this time any one hardware store in the state that is 
giving trading stamps. 

A good hardware man realizes that his profits are 
not large enough that he can afford to give a premium 
to customers who buy his goods, and furthermore, it is 
a self-imposing tax that does not go to the customer 
for the reason that a big percentage of stamps given 
out are never redeemed, in which case the stamp man 
is the only one profiting and at the expense of the 
retail merchant. 

When all retail merchants wake up to the fact 
that a large army of people are laying awake at night 
thinking up schemes to interest them to the extent of 
$5.00, $10.00, $100.00 or more per throw, they will 
quit contributing to such grafters. 

Am pleased to see the agitation against the use of 
trading stamps pushed by AMERICAN ARTISAN and 
other trade papers as there-are many merchants still 
paying this tax.

PATENTS SAFETY RAZORS. 





King C. Gillette, Brookline, Massachusetts, has ob- 
tained United States patent rights, under numbers 
1,158,480 and 1,158,481, for safety 
-? razors described in the following: 
Number 1,158,480: In a safety razor, 
a holder comprising a handle, a head ex- 
tending transversely thereto and pro- 
vided with a guard and with positioning 
stops at the ends of the guard to engage 
the edge of the blade, lugs extending upwardly from 
said head to receive the blade between them and sepa- 
rated above the blade by a distance not less than the 
length of the latter, said lugs being provided above 
the head with inwardly projecting supports for the 
rear portion of the blade, and a spring-actuated back 
clamp mounted to rock toward and away from the 
guard and including means for exerting pressure on 
the rear edge of the blade in a direction having both 
forward and downward components.

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Christmas Season Has Profit Opportunities 
for Aggressive Hardware Dealers

Although Christmas is more than five weeks away 
at this writing, it is by no means too early to begin 
preparations for making 
that Holiday season a big 
sales and profit producer 
for the hardware store. In 
fact, as I go along on the 
streets of Chicago, I notice 
already many indications 
of the approaching festival. 
Many stores are making 
special window and interior 
displays of merchandise 
suitable for gifts; others 
are suggesting that “now is the time to get the first 
pick of the novelties,” and that by paying a small de- 
posit, persons who are not yet ready to buy and pay 
cash may have articles put away for them. 

It strikes me that with a bit of forcefulness the 
retail hardware dealer who is up and doing now will 
be the one who will find himself with full till on 
Christmas Eve and a well depleted stock, for he will 
make many sales of profitable items while the less 
aggressive dealers are still waiting for the last .week’s 
rush before December 25th.

There are those who say that there is a scarcity of 
imported toys, and novelties, and while this in a way 
may interfere somewhat with certain stores’ sales and 
profits, on the other hand, the retail hardware dealer 
will have an additional inducement to get busy, for 
there will be many more really useful articles bought 
for presents this year than ever before. 

But this should be remembered that while some 
business may come to those who make little or no 
preparation for special holiday buyers, the bulk of the 
purchases will be made in stores where an earnest and 
intelligent effort to bring their wares to the attention 
of the purchasing public is shown. 

The thing to do then is to bring. forward and display 
prominently—in the show cases and on top of them, 
on the floor, in the windows—such articles in hard- 
ware and kindred lines that naturally suggest them- 
selves to the dealer as suitable for Christmas gifts. 

It would make a list altogether too long if I should 
try to itemize the hundreds of different articles regu- 
larly sold in hardware stores that belong in the class of 
Useful Holiday Gifts, so I shall just mention some of 
the more important lines: 

In the divison for women there are coffee per- 
‘olators, tea pots, in copper, nickel or silver plate, 
ither regular styles or fitted for electric current, as 
‘ell as other ornamental cooking utensils; carving 
ets, table silver and other cutlery; vacuum cleaners 
ind sweepers; cut glass and chinaware; gas and elec- 
‘ic table lamps, ete. 








For the men there are such articles as hunting and 
fishing accessories; pocket cutlery; shaving sets and 
accessories ; tools of all sorts, in sets or single pieces ; 
vacuum bottles and lunch outfits, from the cheapest 
‘to fancy and highly expensive sets; automobile acces- 
sories; skates and other sporting goods, and many 
more. 

For the youngsters there will be coasting wagons 
and sleds; tool sets for those who have a bend toward 
manual training; pocket knives, and fancy articles of 
useful and-ornamental character. * 

So it will easily be seen that there are plenty of 
opportunities for profit producing sales, and that the 
main point for the hardware dealer is to get busy at 
once and go after the business that is waiting to be 
invited. 

As suggested in the foregoing, the first move to 
make is to bring these various articles to the front and 
display them conspicuously, both in the store and in 
the show windows, and to make the displays in as 
suggestive a manner as possible. Many an article will 
be bought merely because it has impressed itself upon 
the attention of the visitor, who may have entered the 
store for some other purpose than buying. 

In order to make these interior displays as effective 
as possible it is advisable that each article should be 
provided with a price ticket of some sort, so that the 
customer may know what the various items will cost 
and thus save useless loss of time for both customer 
and salesman. 

Next in importance comes the advertising, for it is 
necessary that the store should do some advertising 
in order to acquaint the prospective purchaser with the 
fact that useful and handsome, attractive articles, suit- 
able for Holiday Gifts, can be bought at this hardware 
store, and that some of these various articles should 
be brought to their attention in the special manner 
which can only be accomplished by the use of the 
printed advertisement, containing, first, an illustration 
that shows how the particular article looks and pos- 
sibly what purpose it serves; second, a definite de- 
scription, to tell of some of the points which may not 
be clear from the illustration; and third, a specific 
price, so that the reader may judge and compare the 
desirability of the article with the amount he is re- 
quired to pay out. 

The chief point to remember is that if you want a 
big Christmas trade, you must make more than ordi- 
nary efforts to bring people into your store, for all of 
the other merchants of your town and in the neighbor- 
ing cities will do their best to induce them to come to 
their stores. So if you are really ambitious to make 
this next month show up big as a sales and profit pro- 
ducer put some of that ambition to work and go out 
after the trade. If you wait for it to come to you, the 
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month is more than likely to make a poor showing on 


youl sales reco! ds.

The main feature of the display was a moving 
replica of the United States Cruiser, North Carolina. 
The body was made of a one-inch board, six feet long 
and one foot wide, tapered at both ends in the shape of 
a ship. Cardboard, 15 inches wide, formed the sides 
of the vessel which was covered with crepe paper im- 
printed with United States flags and shields. Eight 
holes were made in the cardboard and wooden faucets 
inserted for guns. Shelf brackets, tacked to the sides, 
held enameled bread pans which represented life 
boats. Ice cream dippers on the inside edge made air 
vents ; turrets and masts were made of food choppers, 
with cake pans placed at the right distance to hold 
the guns made of hose nozzles; miniature toy figures 
placed on the deck and turrets represented the ship's 


of asmall motor. The machinery was placed overhead 
and a band ran down through the ceiling to a wheel 
hidden in a box, which had a crank attached to the 
rear end of the ship. 

In the background were neatly arranged groups of 
shot guns, rifles, shells and cartridges with many at- 
tractive show cards announcing the brand and pictur- 
ing several hunting scenes. The entire display showed 
great care and effort and aroused much favorable com- 
ment.

Robert S. Iles Speaks on Preparedness at Tuesday Luncheon. 

A well filled dining room greeted Robert S. Iles, pres- 
ident of the Hamilton Club of Chicago, who spoke at 
the Weekly Luncheon, Tuesday, November ninth.

“It has been said that with a big navy and a large 
army we would be likely to fall into the ways of some 
of the European nations and would provoke war be- 
ause of our imagined ability to conquer whomsoever 
might oppose us, but I want to put two pictures before 

ou and let you decide where the greatest danger lies. 

“We are today the richest nation on the globe. We 
lave no means of preventing any of the larger nations 
rom making an invasion of our country, so that our 
ery richness and: prosperity will form a tremendous 
emptation to whatever large European nation may 
in or lose in the present war, by which it might try 


to recoup itself for the losses it is suffering. That is 
the first picture. 

“The very fact that a big man is well developed 
and that he is able to ‘take care of himself’ and that 
those who might be inclined to pick a quarrel with him 
are aware of this fact will tend to make them keep out 
of his way and not do anything to bring on a fight. 

“This country of ours should, and I believe it will, 
stand as an exponent of the idea of permanent peace 
among all nations, and that is my reason for speaking 
here today. I believe that you and all other patriotic 
citizens of the United States will work together to 
make this possible.”

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LOCATION OF NEUTRAL ZONE IN HEATED 
BUILDINGS. 


At the semi-annual meeting of the American Society 
of Heating and Ventilating Engineers which was held 
at Atlantic City, New Jersey, Secretary J. J. Black- 
more presented the following very instructive paper 
on “Can We Locate the Neutral Zone in Heated Build- 
ings?” 

A study of the conditions created by the application of 
artificial heat to our buildings presents some very interesting 
and fascinating problems. Some of these problems are very 
elusive and not easily solved. 

The conditions thus created, however, are due to the 
working of physical laws and if these laws are studied and 
understood, the reason for the changed conditions is readily 
appreciated. 

The location of the neutral zone is one of these problems 
and its location is important on account of the many disturb- 
ances which may be created in the design and operation of 
heating and ventilating plants; especially is this the case in a 
large building of many stories in height. 

In cold weather, the air contained in a heated building be- 
ing of a higher temperature than the outside, is much lighter 
than the air surrounding it, and, being lighter, it has a tend- 
ency to rise in accordance with the laws of gravitation. This 
body of light air is kept from rising by the walls and roof 
of the building, being thus prevented from rising, pressure is 
exerted against the ceiling and upper part of the walls to a 
considerable extent. In a large building say 200 feet by 200 
feet by 125 feet containing 5,000,000 cubic feet, the difference 
between the weight of the inside air at 70 degrees, and the 
same quantity outside at zero is 5,000,000 X (.0864— .075) = 
57,000 pounds or 28.5 tons, .0864 being the weight in pounds of 
a cubic foot of dry air at zero temperature and .075 being the 
weight in pounds of a cubic foot of dry air at 70 degrees tem- 
perature. 

As an example, we will consider the condition in a room 
as shown in Figure 1, which is supposed to be air tight and 
uniformly heated to 70 degrees when the outside air is at 
zero. The room having an opening at bottom the atmospheric 
pressure would be equalized at this opening. 
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Figure 1.—Showing Conditions in Air Tight Room with 70 De- 
grees Temperature with Outside Air at Zero. 





The weight of a column of air one foot square and fifty 
feet high at 70 degrees, would be 50 X .075=3.75 pounds, and 
a similar column of air at zero would weigh 50 X .0864 = 4.32, 
The difference being .57 pounds, per square foot. 

The warm air is, therefore, pressed towards the ceiling by 
the greater density of the external air pressure exerted 
through the opening in the bottom of the room, the difference 
in weight or density of the two bodies is manifested by pres- 
sure against the ceiling and walls of the room. This difference 
of pressure would create a velocity equal to approximately 
twenty-two feet per second, at the above temperatures.

In which G is the acceleration due to gravity, P the pressure 
in pounds per sq. foot, and Y the weight of a cubic foot of 
air at 70 degrees in pounds. 

Comparison may be made between conditions in such a 
room and an imaginary U tube of large dimensions as. shown 
in Figure 2. Assuming that the U tube is fifty feet high, 
filled on one side with water and the upper end of the tube on 
that side is closed tight. Into the other side is introduced the 
same volume of mercury. The column of water fifty feet 


high would exert a pressure of about 21 pounds at the bas. 


of the tube, while the mercury would exert a pressure of 27: 


pounds at the same point. In this case the pressure due 
the mercury would force the water up against the closed en 
of the tube equal to a pressure of 273 — 21252 pounds.

The different pressures in a room like that shown in Figure 
1 may be represented by the illustration Figure 3, and the pres- 
sure at the top of this room as shown by the example of the 
U tube would be Pi=h (d—d.) in which 

Pi= pressure above the atmosphere; 

d= density of the outside air; 
d,= density of inside air. 

Having in mind that one cubic foot of air at zero weighs 
.0864 pounds per cubic foot and that for other temperatures 
the density of the air is in direct proportion to the absolute 
temperature, we can express the equation with approximate 
accuracy in temperatures to obtain the difference in density 
between equal volumes of the inside and outside air, as fol- 
lows; for a room fifty feet high.

If this same room with the same conditions as before had 
one opening at the top instead of the bottom as in Figure 4, 
and if the atmospheric pressure equalized with the room 
pressure, at this point, the difference in weight of the two col- 
umns of air would be the same as in the case with the opening 
at the bottom, but the external air being heavier would press 
on the under side of the room with greater force because the 
outside air is of greater density than that within. If an open- 
ing were made in the bottom, the room would appear to be

The conditions illustrated in these two extreme examples 
ow clearly the fact that different pressures above or below 
te outside pressures must exist in a room or building when 
contents are heated to a temperature above that of the 
external air. 

In a similar manner if a room or building is cooled in 
‘he summer months the reverse of these conditions will obtain. 

Additional openings into rooms will produce different con- 
ditions, also a change in the location of the openings into the 
room will shift the location of the neutral zone as will be 
shown in the following examples. 

In Figure 5, with an opening in the side of the room the 
neues zone will be slightly above the center of the opening 
nd the following formula will apply:

In an air tight room as shown in Figure 11 the neutral 
zone would be 2 percent below the center, that is, it would be 
located at about 48 percent above the floor line. 

Again the author calls attention to the fact that all these 
examples are based on a condition of still air and tightly 
sealed enclosing surfaces, a condition which never exists in 
our buildings because the walls, ceilings and floors are porous 
and the windows and doors are surrounded by many cracks 
and crevices through which the air leaks in or is forced out 
as may be determined by their location in relation to the 
neutral zone. 

This condition may be explained as follows: There is 
always a place or plane inside a room or building that will be

equal in pressure to that of the air surrounding it on the out- 
side. This plane has been rightly called the “neutral zone.” 
Its exact location in a room or building depends on the rel- 
ative leakages at the ceiling or upper part of the walls or at 
the floor and lower part of the walls and under ordinary con- 
ditions in still air its location will be slightly below the cen- 
tral horizontal plane of the room. It will be understood, how- 
ever, that if the lower portion of a building has more openings 
through which air can leak in than the upper portion, the zone

would be raised somewhat higher and the reverse would be 
the case if more openings were located in the upper part. 


No doubt the location of the neutral zone of an entire 
building will vary greatly with its size and shape, with the 
number and size of the windows and doors and their rela- 
tive location, etc. 

We will now consider the effect on the neutral zone oi 
the shape of some noted buildings in New ‘York City whic’), 
for the purpose of illustration, we will assume are all forty 
stories in height. The neutral zone will prove to be at an ap- 
proximately different level for each building, if the location 
of it is figured from the foregoing data. 

The location of the neutral zone in a building of the same 
floor area all the way up, as shown in Figure 12, will be about 
at the nineteenth floor. A building, as shown in Figure 13, 
with a central tower above the twenty-fifth floor would have 
the neutral zone at a lower level, and in this case it would 
be somewhere about the sixteenth floor. A building, as shown 
in Figure 14, with a tower above the eighteenth floor would 
have a still lower neutral zone, and in this case it would be 
approximately at the twelfth floor. In the case of the build- 
ing illustrated in Figure 15, which has a tower extending 
above the ninth floor, the neutral zone would be lowered to 
somewhere about the ninth floor, or practically at the roof 
line of the main building. 

The practical importance of these illustrations would seem 
to be that they show that a rectangular or square building 
would have the greatest indraft and the least pressure at the 
top, whereas the tower buildings would have a less indraft 
per foot of surface, but a much greater pressure at the top of 
the tower. 

Anyone who has visited the top of a building like the 
Woolworth or Singer tower has probably noticed how difficult 
it is to close a door against the current of air flowing out 
from the top of such a building.

If we consider a tower building seven hundred and fifty 
feet high and assume its neutral zone to be 300 feet above 
the base, we would have (with a temperature of zero outside 
and 70 degrees inside) an outside pressure of: 

Pe = 300 (.0864 — .075) = 3.42 pounds per square foot or 
55 feet per second, = 36 miles per hour ‘and an inside pres- 
sure of: 

Pe = 450 (.0864 — .075) =5.13 pounds per square foot or 
66 feet per second, = 45 miles per hour. 

Any high winds will effect these velocities as follows: 

On the lower floors the leakages would be increased but 
on the upper the pressure would be counteracted because the 
tower presents a smaller surface to the wind. 
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Sheet Metal Trade Development Committee 
Plans Educational Campaign 











The Trade Development Committee of the National 
Association of Sheet Metal Contractors’ Association 
met Thursday, November 11th, at Hotel La Salle, 
Chicago. 

Chairman George Harms in calling the meeting to 
order stated that while he had thought a great deal 
about what the Committee might do and recommend 
to the National body and to the manufacturers and 
wholesalers of sheet metal, he had come with an open 
mind and trusted that every one of the members of the 
Committee would fee free to give his ideas, both as 
to the causes for the loss of business which had been 
suffered in some of the branches of the trade, as well

as to what might be done to bring greater prosperity 
to the entire trade. 

Louis Kuehn. of the Milwaukee Corrugating Com- 
pany, cited several instances of sheet metal contrac- 
tors, instead of standing up for the interests of their 
trade, actually recommending the use of other material 
than sheet metal when as a matter of fact the latter 
would have given better service, simply because it re- 
quired a little more effort to make a sale of metal tile 
than of clay tile. These, he said, were not excep- 
tional cases, but everyday examples of the poor way 
in which many sheet metal contractors cared for their 
own interests. 

George Thesmacher, Cleveland, stated that it was 
his opinion that the first move to make would be to 
provide some means by which the sheet metal con- 
tractor could be brought to realize how great the pos- 
sibilities for him are if he will go after business in 


an aggressive manner and not let others take away the 
work that really belongs to him. He suggested that 
by working together with the manufacturers and 
wholesalers of sheet metal it would be possible to start 
an educational campaign, both to the consumer and 
to the contractor, for the purpose of showing the for- 
mer the desirability of sheet metal as a building ma- 
terial, and also to bring the sheet metal contractor to 
a fuller realization of his opportunities and responsi- 
bilities. 

Mr. Themacher then introduced A. W. Howe of J. 
M. and L. A. Osborne, Cleveland, who spoke in the 
same vein, urging that the National Association of 
Sheet Metal Conttractors create a fund by subscrip- 
tions based upon a percentage of each member’s an- 
nual business, this to be supplemented by similar con- 


_ tributions by the manufacturers and wholesalers. 


E. B. Langenberg, of Haynes-Langenberg Com- 
pany, St. Louis, endorsed the idea presented and told 
of some of the benefits that had accrued to the St. 
Louis sheet metal contractors by their two Locals 
working with the architects and building contractors. 

A. George Pedersen, Chicago, spoke of the neces- 
sity for the fullest measure of co-operation between 
the contractors and the manufacturers, in order that 
the greatest possible results might be accomplished 
from the efforts put forth. On behalf of AMERICAN 
ARTISAN he offered the use of its reading columns for 
the publication of letters and special articles on this 
subject, bringing out the various features of the work 
which must be done, and upon his motion it was de- 
cided that special articles should be prepared by each 
member of the Committee, sent to the Chairman for 
his approval and then distributed to the various trade 
papers representing the trade for publication by them 
under a special heading, such as “Trade Development 
Work.” These articles are to cover the various 
branches of the trade and to suggest means by which 
the local sheet metal contractor may increase his busi- 
ness. 

The same motion also carried the provision that 
National Secretary Edwin L. Seabrook should write 
each month a letter to the secretaries of the various 
Locals calling their attention to these articles, and re- 
questing them to make copies of his letter with suit- 
able changes and send these copies to every sheet 
metal contractor in their territory, whether such a 
contractor be a member of the Local, State or National 
Association or not. 

John C. McFarland, President of the Allied Sheet 
Metal Contractors’ Association of Chicago, who was 
present by invitation of the Chairman, spoke on the 
necessity for the adoption of standard specifications 
for sheet metal work, in order to make it as difficult 
as possibile for those who are inclined to “skin” their 
material and work to do business. 
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Harry C. Knisely, Chicago, called attention to the 
work which was now being done to bring the installa- 
tion of sheet metal trim back to the sheet metal 
worker, although in some places other branches of the 
building trades were claiming the right to do this work. 
He also spoke on the manner in which the National 
Fire Prevention Committee of the fire insurance com- 
panies was working with the Fire Prevention Com- 
mittee of the National Association and expressed the 
opinion that much good would come from this. 

After considerable discussion the motion was made 
by A. George Pedersen that George Harms, the chair- 
man of the Trade Development Committee, should ad- 
dress letters to the manufacturers and wholesalers of 
sheet metal, requesting them to state if they would 
be willing to support, financially as well as morally, 
such an educational campaign as this Committee would 
plan and conduct in conjunction with a committee ap- 
pointed for this purpose by the manufacturers and 
wholesalers. 

Louis Kuehn was also instructed to bring this mat- 
ter before the Metal Branch of the National Hard- 
ware Association, so that an expression of opinion 
might be had from that organization. 

It was the consensus of all who attended this meet- 
ing which occupied the entire day, that the beginning 
of a new era of greater prosperty for the sheet metal 
trade was very near, and that all that was necessary to 
bring it here was a full sense of responsibility on the 
part of each one engaged in the trade, for his share of 
the work which must be done. 

The meeting was adjourned subject to the call of 
the chairman, and this will probably be issued for the 
latter part of January, 1916.

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WEEKLY REPORT 
OF TRADE AND THE MARKETS 








INCREASING DEMAND ON RISING PRICES 
FEATURES METAL MARKET. 


The long waited for boom in domestic demand for 
all sorts of steel products has been materialized. To- 
day, manufacturers, converters, railroads and large 
and small consumers are crowding the market for all 
sorts of supplies in the metal line and prices are 
soaring. 

The monthly statement of the United States Steel 
Corporation of unfilled tonnages shows an increase in 
unfilled orders of 847,000 tons during the month of 
October, which is the largest with the exception of 
October, 1912, when the gain was about one million 
but the production at that time was far below that of 
October, 1915. The total amount of unfilled orders 
of the Corporation aggregate about 6,000,000 tons and 
the significant feature of this is found in the fact that 
shipments were record breaking, as stocks were drawn 
upon as well as the current output to meet consumers 
requirements. 

Bradstreet’s review of the trade says: “Two features 
loom large in this week’s reports—the ever-widen- 
ing activity of trade and the increased momentum at- 
tained in many industries. Out of these grow over- 
time in factory, mill and shop; progressive improve- 
ment in industries, almost wholly depencent on domes- 
tic wants, larger pay rolls, sustained, if not increased, 
demand upon jobbers and wholesale dealers, more con- 
fident future buying, accompanied, however, by urgent 
calls for goods already ordered, and although mild 


. . * * - 
weather has prevented retail trade in the cities from 


running its full course, much of the slack in this re- 
spect has been taken up by increased buying in various 
country districts. 

“Apparently, pessimism has been altogether un- 
seated, activity in the stock market continues, money 
is plethoric, legitimate demand is being supplied at 
easy rates, collections are freer, railway traffic, east and 
northwest, is of record proportions, the grain move- 
ments from the leading producing states have reached 
a new high-water mark, production of pig iron is the 
largest in the history of the country, prices for iron 
and steel continue on an ascending scale, railway buy- 
ing indicates pressure to get orders booked, bank clear- 
ings for October set up a peak level that will be hard 
to surpass, and the Pacific northwest, long the most 
backward section of the country, seems about to join 
the circle of activity,, owing to improvement in 
lumber.” 

The condition of the market justifies those who have 
been advising consumers of metals to prepare them- 
selves for a tremendous boom. In fact, there are in- 
stances already at this time where it is practically out 
of the question to secure supplies within the next three 
or six months. 


STEEL. 


The independent makers of steel bars, plates and 
shapes have advanced their price to 1.60 cents Pitts- 
burgh, which is equal to 1.79 cents Chicago and which 
is an advance of ten points since November 6th. The 
demand shows no signs of abatement especially for 
high grade steel bars. In fact, it is heavier this week 
than it was last week. This applies to all steel making 
centers. Considerable tonnages have been contracted 
for during the week at still higher prices but these 
represent only the buyers’ urgent needs for early ship- 
ment and cannot be said to reflect the market. 


COPPER. 


The leading copper producers have advanced Elec- 
trolytic to 18% cents per pound, New York. It is said 
that there is no surplus of copper in any large volume 
anywhere and that for the first time in its history, one 
of the great producers will enter the new year without 
a pound of copper on hand for immediate delivery. 
Exports reported at the New York Custom House for 
the month up to November 9th total 1,863 tons. The 
New York market is quoted as follows: Prime Lake, 
18.25 cents to 18.50 cents; Electrolytic, 18.50 cents 
to 18.62% cents; Casting, 17.75 cents to 18 cents. Chi- 
cago warehouse prices on sheet copper have been ad- 
vanced to 23% cents base, which is an increase of 
14 cent since November 6th. 


TIN. 

The pig tin market shows a fair demand with a firm 
undertone. In New York Spot tin is quoted at 39 
cents per pound with November at 37% cents to 38% 
cents. The buying was principally for immediate de- 
livery. There is still some fear in certain quarters 
that the activity of the German submarines in Medi- 
terranean waters may interfere with shipments from 
the East and this in fact tends to stiffen the market. 
The New York Metal Exchange quotes the following 
prices: Spot delivery, 38 to 39 cents; November deliv- 
ery, 37% to 38% cents in lots of five ‘tons each. 
Chicago warehouse prices have been advanced four 
cents a pound during the week, the new quotations 
being Pig tin 44 cents, and Bar tin 45 cents. 


SOLDER. 

Owing to the advance in tin, solder prices have also 
gone up, the new quotations being: XXX Guaranteed, 
% & VY, 25 cents; Commercial, % & %, 23% cents; 
Number 1 Plumbers, 22 cents.

The lead market is in a fairly firm condition with 
New York prices on a basis of 5.15 cents for 





be:

TIN PLATE. 


There is a steady demand for tin plates, the price 
being on a basis of $3.60 per box for 14x20 coke tins, 
100 pounds. This is an advance of 20 cents over the 
figure at which the market opened and is, of course, 
due to the higher prices on steel and tin. 

Chicago warehouse prices have been advanced in 
accordance, the new quotations being, IC, 14x20, 
$7.20; IX, 14x20, $7.95 for bright plates; 180 pound 
coke plates, 20x28, $8.05 ; 200 pound, $8.30.

~~ SHEETS. 

Bookings of blue annealed, black and galvanized 
sheets continue heavy and the mills are all firmer in 
their views as to prices. The leading interest is said 
to be practically out of the market in blue annealed 
sheets even for the first quarter, and other mills who 
are accepting business maintain the price of 1.99 cents 
Chicago and 1.80 cents Pittsburgh. On black sheets, 
the usual quotation is around 2.39 cents Chicago and 
from 2.21 cents to 2.25-cents Pittsburgh. While until 
ten days ago some Eastern mills were offering attrac- 
tive tonnages of galvanized sheets on a basis of 3.79 
cents Chicago, their minimum is now 3.99 cents and 
some of them are asking 4.09 cents. Consumers are 
showing considerable interest in contracts for second 
quarter delivery, but the mills do not seem particularly 
anxious to take on any business at the prices prevailing. 


SPELTER. 

The situation in the spelter market is strong with 
prices showing advances both in the domestic market 
and abroad. The quotation for Spot delivery in New 
York ranges from 15.75 cents to 16.25 cents per pound 
in large quantities while futures run from 14 cents to 
14.75 cents per pound up to January delivery. East 
St. Louis sellers are asking 16.25 cents per pound 
for Spot delivery. In Chicago, warehouse prices have 
advanced to 16% cents, which is a rise of one cent per 
pound over the quotation a week ago. 


PIG IRON. 


While. foundry grades of pig iron have been fairly 
quiet during the week, the market on Bessemer and 
Basic ptg iron is very exciting with a wide range of 
prices being quoted. In the Chicago district, Northern 
Number 2 is held at $16.50 with corresponding figures 
for other grades. In Pittsburgh, there is said to be 
no Bessemer steel available at under $16.50 Valley 
which means $17.40 delivery Pittsburgh. Basic iron 


may be quoted at $15.50 to $16.00 Valley or $16.45 to 
$16.95 delivery Pittsburgh. Southern iron is strong 
and business is said to be coming in so fast that some 
of the furnaces in the Birmingham district have de- 
clined more tonnages than they have booked. 


One 
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company is reported to have sold so much that it has 
closed its books until the Birmingham market reaches 
$15.00. At present, it is firm at $13.00 and one of 
the companies is asking $14.00_per ton for Southern 
Number 2 foundry. 


The Matthew Addy Company’s Market Report, Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, November 12, 1915: 


A year ago in November foundry iron (Number 2) was 
$10.00 f. o. b. cars Birmingham. The market was weak. 
Buyers were few and far between. Most of the iron pro- 
duced was piled on the furnace yards. The situation was 
bad and the outlook was worse, for in December prices 
dropped off 25c or so, and they kept dropping until in March 
of this year there were sales at $9.00. 

What a contrast today. Now $14.00 is the asking price 
at Birmingham. Iron is being shipped out as fast as made, 
and the big stocks of iron on hand that once seemed like a 
smothering weight on the furnaces are being rapidly re- 
duced. The situation at present is good and the outlook is 
better, for iron for forward shipment is at a premium. 

The week shows improvement in all lines. Shipments 
of iron are increasing. There can be no doubt but that 
consumption is growing. All our reports show that the 
foundries are busier, while of course the steel mills are at 
it night and day. As an example, one foundry near here 
that in August had thirty-three men on the pay roll had 
ninety-six last Saturday. The tremendous and phenomenal 
increase in railroad earnings tells an unquestioned story of 
business expansion. We do not know this week of any 
special feature in the iron market unless it is the growing 
hesitation of the furnaces to sell for future shipment, owing 
to their feeling that prices are bound to be higher. There 
have been inquiries this week for delivery over last half of 
1916, but no furnaces are willing to quote so far ahead as 
no one knows what coke, ore or labor will be a year hence. 

There are a good many people in the iron trade these 
days fond of quoting Scripture. They remember the words 
of Joseph to Pharaoh: 

“Behold, there come seven years of great plenty through 
out all the land of Egypt.” 

We have had our seven lean years, though in the Bible 
the fat years came first and the lean years afterwards. But 
there is no good reason why the order of things should not 
be reversed. We have had a long period of industrial under 
consumption, and now we must make up for back time. The 
railroads are beginning to be heavy buyers. But for that 
matter, all lines are heavy buyers and the demand for iron 
has not begun to be satisfied. The market is full of buyers 
and there is a demand for all kinds of iron. The great 


trouble that begins to cause worry is the shortage of labor- 
and railroad equipment is likewise short.
